ablps: comprising Admiral Dewey's squedroa’ 
were thon in, Manila Bay, la full view of the 
cy, all trade was at a standsilll, the mogth of 
tha river blocked, the banks closed for the 
greater part of the day, tho Americas float 
carofully prevantiog ‘supplies rerching the 
belesguered elty ‘trom senwards, aed the price 
of provisions abaormally high and rstog vaplity 
to famine oiices, Thus It was clear that the 
deacent of Admiftat Dewey upon tha Pailippiaes 
resulting in the destraction of the Sovnlan fleet 
and the creation of a great panic io Manila had, 
as it alll has, a very detrimental effect on trade, 
Thousands of tons of shipping are lald up io 
the river and there le natrade for tho liners 
belonging to the China and Manila Steamship 
Co, the China Navigation Co,, and one of the 
Spanish mal! beats.” The cessation of trede is
